to prices and terms upon which coal 
con be purchased. 
The prices quot- 


ed In the circular letter confirm the 
previous reports and predictions that 
coal will be high tho coming year. 
The prices at which the retail deal- 
ers are to sell, as well as those they 
are to pay. are practically fixed by 
the wholesalers, back of whom are 
tho mine operators, BO that 
prices 


aro in reality fixed by the latter. 


The price at which anthracite coal 


will be sold up to July, is $8 a ton. 
April prices are quoted in tho cir- 
cular, and It Is stated 
that on the 


first day of May nnd each 
month 


thereafter there will be an advance 
of ten cents a ton. 
Prices, will not. 


however, be advanced ten

month but will remain at $8 for hard 
coal up to July 1, when art advance 
of 23 cents will be made.

DAMASCUS VERY OLD; 


PROBABLY 
MOST ANCIENT CITY 


.IN THE WORLD. 


Known to Have Been a Place of Con- 


sequence in the Time of Abraham— 
Fierce and Bloody Conflicts Have 
Marked Its History. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Amid varied attractions of the mol- 


low-tlnted <-ast 
none, perhaps, pre- 


sents more 
charming 
pic-turfs 
of 


oriental life than the city of Damas- 
cus, with Its tinkling fountain*. Its 
wealth of fruit and Honors. Its sunny 
courtyards, when- the art of man vies 
•with the skill "f nature In developing 
great beauty, and Its glided and luxu- 
rious Interiors, where life may well 
be likened to a dream. 


The site of this ancient city, be- 


lieved by many writers to be the 
oldest In the world and which was a 
place of some consequence 
In 
the 


time of Abraham, Is ICC miles north- 
east of Jerusalem, and about forty- 
five mile* east of the Mediterranean. 
Here, In a very fertile plain 2,231 feet 
above the sea level, a plain so re- 
markable for Its beauty as to be 
termed In oriental uhrnse one of the 
four terrestrial paradises, this quaint 
old city was commenced by man at a 
time so remote ns to be lost In the 
•mists of antiquity. 
For many mllea 


the city Is surrounded by fertile fields 
and gardens which arc watered 
by 


sparkling streams and rivulets flaw- 
ing from tho adjacent high range of 
Antl-LJbanus. 


In strong contrast to Us 
beautiful 


setting the city, 
like most oriental 


cities, seems 
dingy 
and 
repulsive 


•when viewed at short range. Many 
of the streets seem to have been built 
for the passage of but 
one 
loaded 


donkey at a time. Think of the upper 
stories being so projected over 
the 


street that the occupants on one side 
can shake hands with their neighbors 


View of Athens. 
The Acropolis, 


across the way! 
Such streets appear 


like tunnels and 
compare 
but 
Illy 


•with the broad, clean streets of our 
modern cities. 
Even the homes of 


the wealthy have a dirty, uncared-for 
appearance on their exteriors, though 
once within the walls 
une Is aston- 


ished at the luxury and lavish jidorn- 
ment 
everywhere 
displayed)—tho 


whole forming a strange contrast of 
magnificence and misery wrong side 
out. as judged by our standard. 


Like an oasis of the desert 
tho 


mart of trade appears as a bright spot 
amid the 
dcarlness of this somber- 


hued expanse. Its 
covered 
streets, 


like our modern arcades, are lined 
•with booths In which rich stuffs from 
many lands arc displayed; heavy bro- 
cades richly interwoven with silk and 
gold: other 
products 
of the 
loom 


•which arc light and 
feathery 
and 


have the many-hued colorings of tho 
dew-spangled 
tent-spider's 
silken 


product; rich carpets from Central 
Asia; gayly colored shawla from Hin- 
dustan and 
Cashmere, and precious 


gems from Persia, Arabia and the 
Gulf of Oman—all add their bright- 
lies? to the scene In a manner to 
charm the beholder. 


Near the principal bazar stands a 


Gothic arch raised by the early Chris- 
tians when building a church as a 
repository for that sacred relic—the 
head of St. John the Baptist. Tradi- 
tion says that the body of St. Paul 
•was burled hcneatli a wall of the city. 
Other historic and sacred spots aro 
the house of Naamnn. now a hospital 
for lepers, the scene of St. Paul's con- 
version to Christianity, the house of 
Ananias, and the sanctuary of Abra- 
ham, which Is three miles north ot 
the city. 


In the dim and distant past no city 


endowed as was Damascus with Its 
health-giving mountain air. Its beau- 
tiful 
natural surroundings, and 
Its 


ease'of access for purposes of trade, 
could long expect to escape the hand 
of tho despoller. The clash of religi- 
ous enthusiasts, too, still further add- 
ed to the Insecurity of Its Inhabitants. 
Century after century has witnessed 
fierce and bloody ronlllcts in battlo 
without and massacre within 
Ita 


ancient walls. Its 
history 
abounds 


with romantic Incidents and tales of 
liorror. From Anton/ to Cleopatra It 


wrath. Tho moment ho had obtained 
access to the city, by reason of lu 
surrender. !io gave the command fur 
Indiscriminate massacre. 
His anger 


was not appeased until the extensive 
libraries and the magnificent palaces 
lay in ruins. 


In ir.li; it was the object of an at- 


tack under Sellm I.. Sultan ot Turkey, 
who added It to the Turkish empire. 
Ibrahim Pasha wrested It from Tur- 
key In 1S.12, adding 
the unfortunate 


city to the pauhallc of Egypt, but re- 
stored It In 184ti. In 1800 tho Druses, 
a peculiar religious sent, began a per- 
secution of the Christians In that part 
of 
Lebanon 
near 
Damascus, 
and 


many of the victims fled to the city 
for safety.

dier whoso whole life was devoted to 
duty, to work, to loyalty and to pro 
found devotion for his country, and 
who In an Instant Is stripped of hts 
good name and despoiled of the honor 
of himself and his children. 


"For live1 years this soldier is sub 


Jccted to horrible sufferings. 
They 


seek to crush him physically, to anni- 
hilate him morally. He Is absolutely 
Innocent of all crime, and struggles In 
vain to penetrate the mystery, pro 
claiming his Innocence and struggling 
with all tho forccu of his mind and 
body for that supremo pleasure of vin- 
dicating his good name and character 


Hopes Are Shattered. 


"Days, months, years puss thus In 


most cruel agony, amid the tortures ol 
a murderous climate. At last ho Is 
brought back to Franco, tho guilty one 
Is discovered, and the soldier hears 
himself proclaimed Innocent by. those 
who before reviled him as a traitor 
It was thus. Mr. Minister,'that I hoped 
to see my martyrdom ended. 


"Hut, 
alas, If I returned to llnd the 


devotion of friends who had battled 
for the truth It was to find also that 
deadly hatreds had been unloosed. 


Stabbed in the Back. 


"In the processes of 58'JI I was 


stabbed In the back. I cannot Imagine 
how such 
conditions 
can 
prevail 


through falsehood and deception. But 
so It was, and my second condemna- 
tion was but an aggravated readlrma- 
tlon of what occurred In 189-t. When 
the guilty one was known and un- 
masked and Estorha/iy was recognized 
as the author of the treason the same 
men who had cheated Justice In 18'JI 
again sought In 18!)8 to cheat Justice 
for tho second time by the same crlm- 
nal maneuvers. 
Conscious of those 


methods, the government of the re- 
public will not permit Itself to keen 
In prison ono who Is known to bo In- 
nocent. 


Sure of Justice. 


"In constant thought of 
ultimate 


legal revision I have reassembled lit- 
tle by little all the divergent elements 
of testimony contributed to my con- 
viction. I have scorned calumnies nnd 
falsehoods. 
I lirfve remained silent 


with the tlrm conviction that Justice 
would surely have Its day of triumph. 


"Tho victim of criminal tactics and 


violation of the law twice committed 
against me, I now address myself to 
the supreme chief of military justice, 
and, supporting myself by new facts 
which have been elicited and by the 
existence of the pretended bordcreatl 
annotated by Emperor William, I beg 
flrft, upon the uses made of this false 
document at Rennes and the conse- 
quences It produced on those render- 
Ing Judgment; second, upon the false 
and fraudulent testimony of Czernua- 
kl at Rennes. 
Alfred Dreyfus."

The 
exception is the Lawrence .Manufac- 
turing company, the books of which, 
according to the report, show that it Is 
able to grant the advance demanded. 


Tho board does not ilml from ex- 


amlnallnn of the lists of stockholders 
that the Lowell mills are controlled 
by n combination ns alleged by tlie 
employes, nor does It Ilml that the 
selling agents control prices in such 
a way as to depress wages. The lull 
amount of holdings of the 
selling 


agents does not show that their In- 
terest is sufficient to give them con- 
trol. 


Salaries of Officials. 


On the question of salaries paid to 


officials the board shows (hat out ol 
every $100 received from goods made 
J1.U2 was paid In salaries in the Fall 
River cotton mills, $l.r,l in New Hert- 
ford, and 51.4;i In Lowell. Inspection 
of the mills by the board Itself and by 
an Impartial export, the report say;, 
has shown that the Ixnvcll corpora- 
tions labor under a disadvantage In 
comparison with those having modern 
plants. 
Lowell manufacturers 
have 


to meet southern competition of coarw- 
er goods and that of the best equipped 
modern mills in liner fabrics. 


Sustains Manufacturers. 


The report further says: "It is un- 


necessary to more than refer to the 
Increase of southern mills during the- 
last'ten years to show that Lowell ba>- 
a formidable competitor there. Of tin- 
total gnlii of cottnii spindles In tho 
United States from IS'JO to llHio of -I,- 
•JSIMM'J. il3 per rent, or 2.7-J7,S3!». wen- 
Ill the south, which produces the plain, 
coarse" goods such as are largely made 
In Lowell. In view of these facts and 
after careful study of the reports of 
the various experts employed, the 
board finds that tho claim of the mills 
that they cannot afford to increase 
wages is sustained, except In tho case 
of the Lawrence Manufacturing com- 
pany."
